1. PREGNANT a nd interpreter laet CAriSADE on Saturday, 

5 July 194V at 0JC!1 saDE*s home. At least for the time being, 
this seems to be PREGNANT*s latest practise. The next meet- 
ing, scheduled for noon on 12 July, is also to take place 
there. PREGirAKT and interpreter both wear civilian clothes 
and park their car around a corner. According to CAT'ISADE, 
no other security measures seem to be taken. 

2. PREGNANT'S nev/ interpreter is a small, swarthy 
Galician. He is short and fat, round faced, looks dirty, and 
has an unpleasant smile. He understands German very >7ell and 
speaks it with a Galician accent. According to CAITISADE, he 
is quite Independent in his approach; he does not limit him-* 
self to simple interpreting but asks questions himself. 

3. On the subject of interpreters, PREGNANT mentioned 

that he still sees DGOCIA. He meets her frequently, on a purely 
social basis. ^ 

4. The meeting brought nothing new on the subject of 
CAr'ISADE's denazification, where PREGNANT was to give his 
assistance. However, considerable business was transacted, 
and new missions assigned to CAr'ISADE.

b. Journalist circles in general seem to be a current 
interest of pfiKUNTUTT^sI He repeated a request for information 
on a 30-caiied Propaganda Kompanie of the OIG/, which was sup- 
posedly ‘^atrusted with preparing news for the Russians on the 
battlefront. PREGNANT expects a ful.l report on the individuals 
concerned with this effort.
